SINGFLAR AND TERRIFIC FREAK 

OF A COOKING RANGE. 

IT KVHLODKs AND KNOCKS DOWN THE 
KmilKN-NAKUOW KsfADE OF THE 
FAMILY. 

I From tlie Cinciauati OaxeU *. 23J. 
Yesterday morning, at about 81 o’clock, 
when the family of Theodore Cook, Esq , 
of this city, No. 427 West Sixth street, 
were seated in the dining-room, awaiting 
Mr. Cook's presence fur breakfast, they, 
with the whole neighborhood, were thrown 
into consternation by a sudden and fear- 
ful explosion of the boiler located back of 
the cooking range, and whose use was to 
supply hot water for bath-rooms. Tbe 
boiler was cubical, measuring about fifteen 
inches each dimension, and was about 
three fourths of an inch thick. It was 
made of cast iron. 

Two iron tubes connected with it com- 
municated with a tank in the third story, 
and on the principle that the colder water 
in the tank would sink into tbe boiler, 
force the warm water into the tube, and 
thus keep up a circulation, by which the 
water in the upper tank becomes heated. 
While this circulation goes along freely 
nothing ia to be feared, for the boiler then 
ia kept full of water. Anything that will 
stop the circulation in one of these pipes 
would end in an explosion, if tbe remain- 
ing pipe was not large enough to permit 
a don'jle current in itself. It is supposed 
that an obstrugtion of one of the pipes by 
mud or some such deposit was the occa- 
sion of the explosion. 

THE I ACTS. 

Mrs. Cook was just leaving the dining- 
room, and had reached the door; the little 
daughter was standing by the door lead- 
ing irom the room to the kitchen; ayoung 
lady, a niece of Mr. Cook’s, was sitting in 
the corner of the dining-room, between 
the grate and the window, the little boy 
Buddie, about six years old, was seated 
near the table opposite the fire place, but 
with tbe table in front of him; the ser- 
vant girl was pouring coffee from a boiler 
into a coffee pot — the most fortunate po- 
sitions, under the circumstances, possi- 
ble. Tbe rest of the family had not en- 
tered the room. At this juncture a rous- 
ing fire was in the range, and the explosion 
took place like the dull report of a cannon. 

In tbe dining room the CTate, the mar- 
ble mantel and the bricks for ten feet up 
the wall above the fire place, came tum’o- 
ling in, followed by a cloud of steam and 
soct, and completely demolishing the 
dishes and table, overturning the latter on 
little Buddie, and covering him up in the 
debris. The latter was soon rescued from 
his unfortunate position, and found to be 
not seriously injured. The others exposed 
to Ifie danger, escaped almost unhurt. 
TLe cofl'ee boiler, which tbe servant girl 
held iu her hand, was carried away and 
smashed to pieces. The boiler which ex- 
ploded was situated next to the range, 
and with a thick wall between it and the 
fire place in tbe ne.xt room. On the 
kitchen side there was nothiog but the 
range in front of it, so the force of the e.v- 
plcsicn went iu that direction. 

A large heavy iron door of the oven was 
carried through the exit door of the 
kitchen, about thirty yards back, where it 
left its imprint as if tbe brick wall had 
been wax. A heavy knob, attached to one 
of these doors, ground its form into the 
brick wall, bounded downward through 
some iron grating that covered an inter- 
space between a wall to support the earth 
and the stable walls, breaking its way and 
burying itself in the earth beneath. 
Scarcely a vestige of the range remained. 
The ceiling above was torn and punctur- 
ed by bits of iron, that fastened them- 
selves in the timbers and planks above. 
On the east side, the wall between the 
window and tbe door is laid fiat on the 
ground. The south wall, somewhat sup- 
ported by a shed, had some bricks shatter- 
ed efi above the door, and was cracked, 
bent, and moved. On the west side the 
window shutters were open, and much of 
the force escaped In this way, but only 
enough to save the walls from being pros- 
trated. 

Brazilian Women. — M rs. Agassiz gives 
the tollowicg account ot the ignorance 
and dependence of Brazilian women; 

I he education of women is little re- 
garded in Brazil, and the staadarJ of in- 
stiuction for girls in the public schools is 
low. The majority of girls who go to 
£cboc/l at all are sent about seven or eight 
years ot age, and are considered to have 
ficiEbed their education at thirteen or four- 
teen. The next step iu their life is mar- 
riage. There is not a Brazilian senora 
who Las ever thought upon the sa’oject at 
all, wL() is not aware that her life is o«e of 
repres.'ion and constraint. She can not go 
out ot her house, except under certain 
conditions, without awakening scandal. 
Her education leaves her wholly ignorant 
of the moEi. common topics of a wider in- 
terest, though perhaps with a tolerable 
knowledge cf French and music. The 
world ofbooks is closed to her; for there 
is little Portuguese literature in which 
she is allowed tu look, aud that of other 
languages is still less at her command. 
She knows little of the history of her own 
country, almost nothing of that of others, 
and she is hardly aware that there is any 
religious faith except the uniform one of 
Brazil; she has probably never heard of 
the reformation, nor does she dream that 
there is a sea ol thought surging in the 
world outside, constantly developing new 
phases of national and individual life; in- 
deed, of all but her own narrow domestic 
existence, she is profoundly ignorant. 

It is a fact, and no fiction, that a suc- 
cessful Australian digger had a gold collar 
made fer bis dog, that he, like his master, 
might put aside bis working-dress and be* 
magnificent for the rest of his Jays. It is 
a fact that another rode through Ballarat 
with gold shoes on his horse. To keep a 
carriage aud a pair was the great am'oi- 
tiou of a digga(,s wife. There was a wo- 
man near Colso, who lived in a common 
leg but, with nothing but mud for a floor 
aud a couple of stools and a bench or two 
for furniture. Outside the hut was the car- 
riage, under a tarpaulin, and a pair of 
horses grazed near. For a year or more 
she was constantly to be seen on the road 
to Geelong. Her sou drove, and she sat 
inside, in silks and satins gorgeously ar- 
rayed, a short pipe iu her mouth, and the 
gin bottle reposing on tbe cushion by her 
side.
